Submission Requirement. Based on that review, it is my view th&iteetor, acting on behalf
of the Board pursuant to Virginia Code 8 32.1-324, has the authority to praentlgse
regulations, subject to compliance with the provisions of Artiabé the Administrative Process
Act and has not exceeded that authority.

The authority for this emergency action is found in Va. Code § 2.2-4011. The
amendments under consideration will enable DMAS to require electronic submisdion a
payment of provider claims with the exception of waivers for good cause. Itekh GOhe
2011 Virginia Appropriations Act gives DMAS the authority for these regulatemsvell as
outlines DMAS'’ discretion.

Accordingly, these regulations qualify for the “emergency” exe@npfrom Article 2
requirements. A Notice of Intended Regulatory Action relating topitoposed replacement
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regulations must be filed with the Registrar within sixty daysthe effective date of the
emergency regulations, and appears to already have been sotfilee same time as the
emergency regulations. The proposed replacement regulations miisdbeith the Registrar
within 180 days after the effective date of the emergency risguga This regulation will amend
the State Plan; therefore, approval by the Centersiédicare and Medicaid Services also will be
required.
